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Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  I960  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  County  of  Clackmannan  and  of  the  Burghs  therein, 
together  with  the  Report  on  the  School  Medical  Service. 

The  most  notable  occurrence  of  the  year  is  the  steep  drop  in  the  number  of 
new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis . At  last  the  position  in  the  County  has 
returned  to  the  pre-war  level  with  every  hope  of  further  progress  as  time  goes  on. 
The  three  effective  weapons,  Drug  Therapy,  B.C.G.  Vaccination  and  Mass  X-ray  make 
this  almost  certain  provided  there  is  no  drastic  deterioration  in  living  standards 
and  nutrition. 

For  some  time  now,  the  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  has  been  overshadowed 
by  those  from  Lung  Cancer.  This  year  the  numbers  were  Tuberculosis  4.  Lung 
Cancer  14.  Here  the  remedy  lies  with  each  individual  person  - 'Don't  Smoke'.

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Births  Two  hundred  and  fifty-two  live  births  occurred  in  the  County,  539 
births  were  transferred  in,  making  a total  of  791  live  children  born  to  mothers 
resident  in  the  area.  Four  hundred  and  nineteen  were  males  and  372  females. 

The  resultant  birth  rate  per  1,000  estimated  population  was  19.1  as  compared 
with  20. 8 for  1959. 

Stillbirths  Four  stillbirths  occurred  in  the  County,  the  causes  being  registered 
as  placental  infarction  2;  prematurity  and  precipitate  labour  lj  and  prematurity  1. 

There  were  15  stillbirths  in  hospitals  outwith  the  County,  3 having  been  booked 
for  confinement  at  home  and  admitted  as  emergency  cases .

Infantile  Mortality  Twenty-one  children  died  during  the  first  year  of  life,  as 
compared  with  26  in  1959.  The  reduction  is  all  in  the  under  1 month  age  group  and 
this  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  small  decrease  in  stillbirths  gives  a reduction  of 
| the  perinatal  deaths  to  31,  as  opposed  to  the  figure  of  41  for  1959.  This  is  a step 
in  the  right  direction  but,  in  human  terms,  there  were  still  31  mothers  who  lost  their 
babies  at  birth  or  in  the  first  month  of  life.

(f)  Dental  Care 


The  number  of  mothers  and  pre-school  children  receiving  dental  treatment  has 
Gained  constant  over  the  past  two  years.  From  our  inspection  of  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers,  it  is  notable  that  many  had  treatment  during  school  age  but  failed 
0 continue  to  obtain  dental  attention  after  leaving  school.  This  leads  inevitably 
0 early  loss  of  teeth  and  the  insertion  of  dentures.

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Much  has  been  written  and  said  concerning  the  shortage  of  dentists  but  a 
high  proportion  of  the  population  make  little  real  attempt  to  obtain  routine 
treatment.  This  attitude  is  reflected  in  pre-school  children  wrho,  in  the  vast 
majority  of  cases,  are  brought  to  the  Clinic  only  when  compelled  by  pain.

Domiciliary  Midwifery  is  undertaken  by  the  District  Nurse-Midwives  employed 
by  the  Local  Authority.  There  is  no  midwife  resident  in  the  area  in  private

There  are  7 Tecota  machines  available  for  the  administration  of  Trilene  and 
have  been  used  for  187  mothers . Three  Minnit  gas  and  air  machines  have  been  used

3*  Health  Visiting 

The  Portage  of  trained  Health  Visitors  still  prevails.  The  standard  of 
s affing  should  be  of  the  order  of  one  Health  Visitor  per  3 >000  general  population 
staffing  remains  considerably  below  this. 

. There  are  now  three  districts  in  the  County  (Clackmannan,  Dollar  and  Menstrie) 
wmre  the  combined  duties  of  District  Nurse-Midwife  and  Health  Visitor  are  being 
carried  out  by  suitably  qualified  nurses,  and  this  arrangement  is  proving  most 
factory  in  these  areas  - all  relatively  "self-contained". 

Statistics/ 
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Statistics  of  the  work  done  are  shown  in  appendix  No.  4. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  refer  to  the  retiral  of  Kiss  Leyden.  Miss  Leyden 
served  the  County  well  as  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  for  the  past  twenty  years 
and  was  particularly  well  known  to  the  people  of  Sauchie . It  is  hoped  she  will 
enjoy  better  health  in  her  retirement. 

4,  Home  Nursing 

There  has  been  no  relief  nurse  throughout  the  year,  and,  in  addition,  there 
has  been  a vacancy  at  Tullibody  for  most  of  the  year.  Considerable  assistance 
has  been  given  by  former  members  of  the  nursing  staff,  now  married  and  resident  in 
the  area  who  have  returned  on  a part-time  basis  to  "help  out"  . 

Nine  cars  are  provided  for  the  use  of  District  Nurses  so  that  there  is  at 
least  one  available  in  each  nursing  district,  and  the  case  of  transport  coupled 
with  the  part-time  help  mentioned  above  still  enables  each  Nurse  to  have  a 
reasonable  off-duty  of  one  week-end  per  month  and  one  full  day  off  per  week. 

New  houses  with  small  Clinics  attached  have  been  supplied  in  Sauchie  and 
Menstrie,  and  a similar  house  in  Clackmannan  will  shortly  be  ready  for  occupation. 

consideration  is  being  given  to  building  Clinics  in  other  County  areas  far 
tr.e  combined  use  of  local  Health  Services  and  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area, 

A more  detailed  analysis  of  the  home  nursing  work  is  shown  in  the  table 

in  Appendix  No . 5 . 

5.  Domestic  Help 

ns  forecast  last  year,  the  rate  of  growth  of  the  Home  Help  Service  has  been 
greatly  reduced,  and  indeed,  the  number  of  households  assisted  during  the  year  was 
slightly  less,  233  compared  with  246  in  the  previous  year.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
average  number  of  hours  given  to  each  household  has  increased  slightly.  This  is 
particularly  evident  in  the  case  of  the  two  tuberculous  patients.  Both  were 
elderly  men  xvith  quiescent  tuberculous  lesions,  but  living  alone. 

The  number  of  part-time  home  helps  now  employed  is  84.  (77  in  1959).

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6.  Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Smallpox  Vaccination  and  Combined  Immunisation,  against  Diphtheria, 

Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  is  offered  at  all  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  by 
General  Practitioners. 

While  there  has  been  a very  slight  improvement  in  the  numbers  of  children 
being  brought  for  immunisation,  only  6 7$  of  children  born  in  1959  and  68$  of 
those  born  in  195$  have  been  immunised,  while  corresponding  figures  for  Smallpox 
Vaccination  are  56$  for  children  born  in  1959  and  56$  for  children  born  in  1956. 

It  is  probably  difficult  for  parents  to  appreciate  the  gravity  of  a disease 
which  they  have  never  encountered,  but  should  a case  of  either  Diphtheria  or 
Smallpox  occur  in  the  area,  the  danger  to  those  unprotected  children  would  be 
great,  and  it  is  easy  to  foresee  the  urgent  demands  that  would  arise  for 
immediate  protection. 

It  is  probable  that,  in  many  cases,  it  is  only  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  is  combined  with  that  for  Whooping  Cough  that  children 
receive  protection  for  Diphtheria  at  all. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Early  in  the  year  the  offer  of  Vaccination  was  extended  to  all  persons  up  to 
age  40  years  and  to  certain  other  small  groups  deemed  to  be  at  special  risk  of 
contact  with  Polio  virus  by  reason  of  their  occupations . The  usual  publicity 
measures  in  the  Press  and  by  posters  and  leaflets  etc.  were  undertaken,  but  the 
response  was  small.  Vaccination  of  the  over  40* s was  authorised  towards  the  end 
of  the  year,  to  be  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners. 

Vaccination  of  the  priority  groups,  children,  and  young  adults  was  continued, 
but  as  the  bulk  of  these  groups  had  been  vaccinated  in  previous  years  the  number 
of  single  injections  given  was  approximately  half  that  of  last  year.

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Six  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  confirmed. 

Three  ^^^ere  tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints,  one  genito-urinary  organs  and  two 
other  organs.  There  was  one  death  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

There  were  24  cases  in  the  County  known  to  be  suffering  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  compared  with  27  on  1st  January. 

Under  the  Schemes  for  the  Care  .end  After  Care  of  Tuberculous  Persons,  vitamin 
food  supplements  were  prescribed  for  most  cases  and  free  milk  was  granted  to  4 
tuberculosis  patients  for  varying  periods.  Free  school  meals  were  provided  for 
a number  of  children  from  tuberculosis  families.  When  required,  sputum  bottles, 
disinfectants  and  home  nursing  aids  were  also  provided.  Priority  was  obtained 
for  patients  in  need  of  re-housing  under  the  Housing  Points  Scheme  of  the  various 
Housing  Authorities . 

There  were  564  attendances  at  the  Alloa  Chest  Clinic,  1,594  routine  home 
visits  were  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse.

The  decrease  was  due  to  fewer  notifications  of  Pneumonia  and  Scarlet  Fever  but 
Dysentery  notifications  were  almost  doubled.  No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was 
notified  this  year.

Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 

There  were  190  admissions  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Wards  in  the  Hospital 
compared  with  289  last  year. 

The  largest  group  of  admissions  again  consisted  of  Respiratory  Infections. 
These  totalled  92,  mainly  Pneumonia,  45;  Bronchitis,  32;  and  the  remainder 
included  Coryza,  Pleurisy,  Respiratory  Virus  Infection,  Asthma,  Laryngitis,

Only  one  Social  Worker  (without  Psychiatric  Training)  was  available  to 
Bellsdyke  Hospital  and  she  was  only  able  to  assist  with  thirteen  adult  cases 
_rom  the  County,  compared  with  forty  the  previous  year.  The  shortage  of 
Psychiatric  Social  Workers  in  the  Country  is  acute. 

Child  Guidance  Clinic 

Dr.  Russell  and  his  staff  from  Bellsdyke  continued  with  this  Clinic  monthly 
in  the  Health  Department  with  extra  sessions  as  required. 

During  the  year  65  children  made  165  attendances  . 

The  Clinical  Psychologist  from  Bellsdyke  assisted  with  the  Child  Guidance 
Cases  and  held  40  interviews  with  12  patients.

The  Day  Nursery  has  been  used  to  capacity  throughout  the  year,  and  at  the 
time  of  writing  there  is  a waiting  list  for  younger  children.  The  new  timber 
sectional  building  has  proved  very  satisfactory. 

There  is  no  residential  Nursery  in  the  District  but  on  rare  occasions  children 
are  taken  into  the  Day  Nursery  as  temporary  residents  until  more  suitable 
accommodation  can  be  found  for  them  or  until  there  is  no  longer  any  need  for  care 
away  from  home .

Dealing  with  enquiries  on  personal  and  family  problems  is  a time  consuming 
part  of  the  work  of  this  department,  and  continues  to  increase.  About  25%  of 
these  enquiries  entailed  additional  domiciliary  visits,  thereby  reducing  the 
time  available  for  regular  visitation  of  blind,  handicapped,  etc.  Under  the 
present  staffing  arrangements,  there  is  a limit  to  the  amount  of  visitation 
which  can  be  undertaken. 

Tillicoultry  Toe  H,  in  co-operation  with  the  W.V.S.,  inaugurated  a "Meals 
on  Wheels"  service  in  the  Burgh  in  January  of  this  year.  Up  to  a maximum  of 
twenty  persons  receive  a hot  meal  twice  per  week. 

If  Alva  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  could  see  their  way  to  reduce  the 
qualifying  age  for  chiropody  treatment  from  68  years  to  that  of  pensionable  age, 
this  much  needed  service  would  be  uniform  throughout  the  County. 

Accommodation 

Residential  accommodation  for  urgent  cases  is  still  a major  problem.  Although 
there  were  only  three  females  and  one  male  on  the  waiting  list  at  31st  December, 
I960,  there  are  known  to  exist  a number  of  persons  who  require  residential 
accommodation. 

It  is  regrettable  to  record  that  another  year  has  elapsed  and  the  site  of  the 
proposed  home  has  not  yet  been  acquired.  It  is  hoped  that  another  year  will  not 
be  allowed  to  pass  without  the  site  being  acquired  and  the  building  of  the  home 
commenced .

Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  Persons 

During  the  year  546  domiciliary  visits  were  made  to  blind  and  partially  sighted 
persons  on  the  County  Registers. 

Detailed  particulars  of  registered  blind  and  partially  sighted  persons  at  31st 
‘'•arch,  1961,  are  attached  herewith. 
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Detailed  particulars .of  registered  blind  and  partially  sighted  persons  at  31.3.61. 
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Wireless  continues  to  be  the  main  recreation  of  the  majority  of  blind  persons. 
As  agents  for  the  British  Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund,  the  Council  have  on  issue 
eighty-two  sets. 

Forty-one  batteries,  twenty-one  certificates  for  free  licence  were  issued,  and 
repairs  to  sets  carried  out  when  necessary. 

Deaf.  Dumb  and  Hard  of  Hearing 

During  the  year  107  domiciliary  visits  were  made  to  deaf,  dumb  and  hard  of 
hearing  persons  in  the  County,  the  majority  of  these  in  connection  with  the 
collection  of  batteries  and  taking  of  aids  for  repair. 

The  Lip-reading  class  was  again  held  in  this  area  during  the  year,  but  it  is 
regretted  that  this  was  not  taken  advantage  of  by  as  many  deaf  people  as  should 
have  been.  It  is  difficult  to  impress  upon  deaf  people  the  immense  benefit  that 
could  be  derived  from  this  class. 

Physically  Handicapped  Persons  (other  than  Blind.  Deaf  and  Dumb) 

During  the  year  96  domiciliary  visits  were  made  and  assistance  given  in  a 
number  of  cases  to  obtain  statutory  services. 

In  two  cases  assistance  towards  independence  was  given  by  the  provision  of 
structural  alterations,  i.e.  ramps  and  hand  rails,  etc. 

Occupational  Therapy  for  the  physically  and  mentally  handicapped  persons  is 
not  possible  until  a permanent  centre,  together  with  the  appropriate  staff,  is 
made  available. 

Section  17  - Removals 

During  the  year  there  were  no  removals  under  this  Section  of  the  Act. 

Section  A&  - Care  and  Protection  of  Property 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  protection  of  the  moveable  effects  of  one 
person  who  was  admitted  to  Part  III  Accommodation.

Annual  Report  of  County  Sanitary  Inspector  fpr  the  Year  I960 
Milk  Production 

The  number  of  milk  producers  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
twenty-five.  Of  these  one  held  a "Certified"  Licence  and  twenty-four 
held  "Tuberculin  Tested"  Licences. 

Regular  visitation  of  these  premises  and  sampling  of  milk  produced  thereon 
was  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Department,  This  provided  a close 
check  on  the  conditions  under  which  milk  was  produced  in  the  County. 

Details  of  sampling  results  are  given  in  the  table  below  with  corresponding 
figures  for  I960  alongside  in  brackets.

Consideration  of  the  year's  sampling  results  and  the  conditions  encountered 
at  farms  during  inspections  indicated  that  in  general  producers  are  alive  to 
their  responsibilities  in  the  matter  and  are  doing  a sound  job. 

Though  the  sampling  results  for  the  year  are  good  the  percentage  of 
satisfactory  samples  of  "Tuberculin  Tested"  milk  has  been  somewhat  depressed 
07  the  poor  record  of  one  "Tuberculin  Tested"  producer  who  could  only  manage 
four  satisfactory  samples  out  of  nine  in  twelve  months  and  who  had  four 
consecutive  failures. 

The  poor  sampling  record  of  this  producer  coupled  with  the  unsatisfactory 
conditions  found  from  time  to  time  at  the  farm,  such  as  sarelessness  in 
cleaning  utensils  and  equipment  and  his  previous  unsatisfactory  record  extending 
over  a number  of  years  resulted  in  the  matter  being  reported  to  the  Local 
•uthority.  After  careful  consideration  it  was  decided  that  the  licence 
mould  be  revoked.  Thereafter  the  licence  holder  was  notified  in  terms  of 
the  Order  and  alter  a belated  appeal  to  the  County  Council  had  proved 
unsuccessful  he  appealed  to  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland,  This 
appeal  was  upheld  and  the  efforts  of  the  Local  Authority  to  give  a sharp  lesson 
;°  a producer  who  had  for  some  time  been  in  breach  of  the  conditions  of  his 
• icence  were  thus  rendered  nugatory. 

Apart  from  the  general  question  of  the  doubtful  justice  and  equity  of 
government  Departments  acting  as  solo  judges  in  their  own  cause  two  points 
1 -t  least  seem  to  emerge. 

These  are  (1)  No  administrative  machinery  is  provided  for  the 

consideration  of  appeals  against  the  decision  of  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

(2)  A producer's  right  of  appeal  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
against  a decision  of  the  Local  Authority  should  I feel 
only  be  competent  if  he  has  in  fact  first  made  timeous 
representations  to  the  Local  Authority  against  their 
decision  in  terms  of  the  Regulations./

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Continual  improvement  in  Dairy  premises  falls  to  be  referred  to  and  in  this 
connection  there  is  noted  an  increasing  tendency  towards  the  cattle  court  and 
milking  parlour  system. 

The  two  licensed  pasteurising  plants  were  regularly  visited  throughout  the 
year.  They  are  both  carefully  managed  and  give  no  serious  cause  for  complaint. 

Retail  premises  were  also  visited  regularly  and  as  a rule  found  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  milk  samples  taken  during  the  year  twenty-four  washed 
bottles  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  of  these  only  one  was 
reprted  unsatisfactory.

?ood  Hygiene 

A start  was  made  during  the  year  on  a survey  of  premises  coming  within  the 
mope  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (Scotland)  Regulations  to  obtain  a record  of  the 
existing  position.  When  completed  this  should  indicate  how  far  the  premises 
::11  short  of  the  Regulations  and  so  help  in  the  formulation  of  general  policy, 

-;'t  the  end  of  the  year  sixty-four  premises  out  of  an  estimated  three  hundred 
-d  fifty  had  been  inspected  and  the  relevant  particulars  recorded.  During  the 
mrvoy  opportunity  was  taken  to  draw  attention  to  faulty  techniques  and  structural 
conditions  which  allowed  of  immediate  remedy.  In  such  cases  any  necessary  work 
3 curried  out  or  improvements  in  methods  made. 

In  a number  of  other  cases  it  was  found  possible  to  have  alterations  and 
-provements  to  promises  carried  out  to  bring  them  into  line  with  the  Regulations, 
-lout  waiting  on  the  results  of  the  survey  above  mentioned.  These  were 
mostly  concerned  -with  the  provision  of  washing  facilities  for  equipment  and  the 
rrovision  of  additional  storage  accommodation.  While  the  survey  so  far, 
indicates  the  need  in  many  cases  for  structural  improvements  and  improved 
mu pnent  it  also  gives  the  impression  that  there  is  a general  lack  of  adequate 
storage  space  in  food  premises  which  it  will  not  be  easy  to  overcome  particularly 
•more  space  is  restricted.

Opportunity  r^as  taken  at  visits  to  food  premises  to  impress  on  food  handlers 
c importance  of  their  role  and  the  care  essential  in  their  work  in  order  to 
-amply  with  the  Regulations  and  to  help  prevent  food  poisoning.  As  in  the 
77  ^ ^r.  Robertson,  Chief  Assistant  in  the  Department  gave  talks  accompanied

fertile  section  in  the  wide  domain  of  Health  Education.  While  on  this 
subject  of  Education  in  matters  of  Food  Hygiene  I am  inclined  to  wonder  if 
too  much  is  not  being  left  to  the  efforts  of  Local  Authorities  and  if  in  large 
measures  this  is  not  primarily  a matter  for  the  Food  Trade,  I certainly  feel 
that  a little  self  help  is  indicated  and  that  the  organized  Food  Trade  should 
take  a more  energetic  part  than  it  appears  to  be  doing  in  this  matter. 


revent ion  of  Damage  by  Fcsts  Act  1949 . 

There  "S  nothing  abnormal  to  report  under  this  heading  during  I960,  Work 
,.'cnt  forwai  . as  usual  and  regular  attention  was  given  to  likely  sources  of  rat 
j infestation.  In  addition,  of  course,  the  routine  survey  work  was  carried  out 
throughout  the  district  and  action  taken  for  the  destruction  of  pests  such  as 
bees,  wasps,  and  ants  etc.  in  response  to  reciuests  by  members  of  the  public. 

Again  no  major  rat  infestation  was  encountered,  a result  of  the  close  attention 
given  to  the  work  bjr  the  Local  Authority  in  the  past. 

Occasionally  the  services  of  the  County  Rat  Catcher  were  requested  for  the 
destruction  of  moles  and  this  work  was  undertaken  successfully  by  him. 

During  the  year  the  County  Council  provided  a motor  cycle  for  the  Rat 
Catcher  and  this  has  proved  a great  help. 

The  statistical  record  of  the  work  done  in  this  sphere  of  the  Local 
Authority's  activities  is  given  in  Appendix  10  to  this  report.  This  is 
concerned  only  with  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  and  takes  no  account  of  the 
other  multifarious  aspects  of  the  work  mentioned  briefly  a.bove. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Thirty-six  visits  were  paid  to  premises  in  connection  with  Infectious 
, Diseases  and  ferty-oight  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year.  Where 
necessary  household  articles  were  removed  for  disinfection  and  returned  to 
householders.  A number  of  investigations  were  made  and  samples  taken  for 
laboratory  examination  in  connection  with  suspected  food  poisoning  and/or 
dysentery  and  the  like. 

huisances. 

The  number  of  nuisances  dealt  with  under  the  Fublic  Health  (Scotland) 

•ct  1397  in  each  "Local  Authority " area  in  the  County  in  i960  was:- 

-andward  Area  33,  Alloa  Burgh  2S,  Alva  Burgh  6,  Tillicoultry  Burgh  3,  a total 

of  73. 

These  presented  no  undue  difficulty  and  were  all  of  the  type  usually  met 
athviz:-  faulty  drains,  defective  sanitary  fittings,  foul  ditches  and 
septic  tanks  and  the  like.  Nothing  calling  for  special  comment  was  encountered. 

The  faulty  drain  referred  to  in  last  year's  report,  in  a Housing 
development  of  the  Scottish  Special  Housing  Association  was  put  right  by  the 
-ounty  Council  by  arrangement  with  the  Association  without  prejudice  as  to 
liability.  The  drain  has  given  no  trouble  since  and  thi3  "running  sore"  it 
felt  has  been  removed  for  good, 

-W arising  and  Scavenging. 

This  service  went  on  during  the  year  without,  as  usual,  any  flourish  of 
mumpets.  Much  work  was  carried  out  and  as  complaints  were  minimal  it  is 
reasonable  to  assume  satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  Public, 

^ . The  Department's  transport  fleet  was  augmented  during  the  year  by  the 
clivery  of  one  of  the  two  roar  loading  vehicles  referred  to  in  the  report 
or  I959  and  at  the  end  of  i960  there  were  six  vehicles  operating  in  the 
/-Pertinent  comprising  three  side  loaders  and  three  rear  loaders  all  but  two 
iocl  powered.  Those  six  vehicles  covered  59 ,050  miles  during  the  year  and/ 
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Cloansing  and  Scavenging  (contd.) 

used  2,565  gallon#  diosed.  fuel  and  2,685  gallons  petrol  giving  an  average 
performance  for  diesel  powered  vehicles  of  10,69  miles  per  gallon  and  for  the 
patrol  powered  vehicles  of  8,01  miles  per  gallon.  Considering  that  the  oldest 
vehicle  is  eleven  years  old  the  maintenance  and  repairs  experience  in  i960  was 
satisfactory  and  no  undue  expenditure  was  necessary  to  maintain  the  vehicles 
in  good  mechanical  and  roadworthy  condition. 

No  matter  however,  how  excellent  the  mechanical  eauipnent,  its  successful 
operation  and  indeed  the  whole  success  of  such  a service  as  the  Cleansing  end 
Scavenging  Department  is  to  a great  extent  in  the  hands  of  the  individuals 
employed  in  it.  In  this,  the  County  Council  as  Local  Authority  and  the  members 
of  the  Public  who  receive  the  service,  arc  well  served  by  a loyal  and 
conscientious  set  of  employees  whose  work  I fear  goes  un--noticod. 

Acknowledgement  of  the  good  work  done  by  the  men  and  by  the  supervisory 

staff  is  due. 

The  number  of  employees  in  this  Department  was  forty-one  a.t  the  beginning 
of  the  year  and  forty-one  at  the  end. 

Again  the  work  was  carried  out  without  accidents  and  as  a.  result  eight 
drivers  gained  Safe  Driving  awards. 

In  connection  with  the  approach  referred  to  in  last  year' s annual  report, 
by  one  of  the  small  Burghs  to  the  County  Council  for  the  County  Council  to  undertake 
the  Cleansing  Service  in  the  Burgh  I regret  that  the  proposal  was  not  proceeded 
with.  It  is  to  be  hoped  however  that  the  scheme  may  be  resuscitated  and  come  to 

luition  later  on. 

Vandalism  to  public  conveniences  was  again  rife  in  i960,  unfortunately  the 
type  of  mentality  giving  rise  to  this  hooliganism  scorns  endemic,  at  any  rate  it 
still  persists  in  spite  of  Folice  prosecutions  and  public  exhortations  against  it. 

Estimated  weight  of  material  collected  and  disposed  of  by  the  Cleansing 
department  each  year  since  1948  is  given  in  Appendix  11,

A start  was  made  during  the  year  on  the  construction  of  the  County  Council's 
mains  linking  with  the  Loch  Turret  Water  Supply  Scheme  and  serving  as  distribution 
mains  from  the  two  million  gallon  storage  tank  to  be  built  at  Lipney, 

At  the  end.  of  the  year  about  one  and  one  half  miles  of  twenty-four  inch 
diaxiotor  steel  pipeline  had  been  laid  from  the  terminal  point  of  the  Loch 
Turret  Later  Board's  main  at  Longley  eastwards  towards  Lipney  and  the  four  inch 
diameter  pipe  serving  the  Fearns  district  of  the  County  had  been  completed  and 
handed  over  to  the  County  Water  Engineer,  ready  for  putting  into  service. 

The  existing  supply  to  the  County  Area  was  maintained  reasonably  well  in 
i960  and  no  drastic  restrictions  were  found  necessary.  This  was  fortunate  and 
no  real  improvement  in  the  supply  position  can  be  looked  for  until  water  from 
the  Loch  Turret  Scheme  is  available. 

Thirty-five  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the 
Coer  from  the  various  public  water  undertakings  in  the  County.  Results  were 
cacGsified  as  follows  viz:-  Satisfactory  30,  Suspicious  1,  Unsatisfactory  4. 

• esults  of  five  chemical  samples  were  satisfactory. 


The  following  is  a summary  of  the  drainage  position  in  the  County  in  i960 
supplied  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs.  Babtio,  Shaw  and  Morton: - 

, "Construction  of  the  sewers,  pumping  main  and  pumping  station  needed  to 
cliver  the  sewage  of  Mens  trie  into  the  trunk  main  at  Tullibody  was  completed 
ln  ^-960.  work  on  the  construction  of  a sewer  to  replace  the  existing  pipe/ 
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between  Ric carton  and  Mary  Bridge,  Clackmannan  continued  during  the  year  and 
plant  for  a pumping  station  at  Fishcross  to  lift  sewage  into  the  trunk  sewer 
system  at  Sauchie  was  ordered  in  anticipation  of  an  early  start  with 
constructional  work,  A new  septic  tank  was  constructed  and  brought  into 
use  to  deal 'with  a small  housing  development  by  the  County  Council  at 
Lower  Mains,  Dollar. 

So  far  as  the  Joint  Drainage  Scheme  with  Alloa  Town  Council  is  concerned 
much  time  was  devoted  during  the  year  to  examining  the  possibility  of  accepting 
a major  industrial  effluent  for  treatment  either  with  or  alongside  the  sewage, 
but  this  question  had  not  been  resolved  at  the  end  of  the  year". 

Twenty  smoke  tests  or  other  inspections  were  made  of  new  and  re- cons true ted 
drains  in  i960.  These  were  generally  found  satis  factor1/  and  after  a few 
adjustments  in  one  or  two  instances,  wore  passed. 

Cleaning  of  manholes  and  sewers  received  the  usual  attention  during  the 

year. 


Housing. 

The  following  new  houses  were  completed  and  let  by  the  various  Local 
Authorities  in  the  County  during  the  year,  viz:-  County  Council  Landward 
Committee  102,  Alloa  Town  Council  42,  Alva  Town  Council  12, 

In  addition  to  the  houses  mentioned  above  sixty  houses  were  built  by 
the  Scottish  Special  Housing  Association  Ltd,,  in  the  Landward  Area  and 
fifty-four  in  the  Burgh  of  Alloa, 

All  new  houses  built  in  the  Landward  Area  of  the  County  by  cither  the 
County  Council  or  the  Scottish  Special  Housing  Association  Ltd.  were  examined 
on  completion  by  this  Department  and  the  necessary  Certificate  B issued. 

Approval  for  the  erection  of  nineteen  houses  by  private  persons  was 
granted  during  the  year  as  detailed  below  viz:-

Six  applications  were  received  for  Improvement  Grants  under  the 
Lousing  (Scotland)  Act  1950  in  i960  in  respect  of  houses  in  the  Landward 
-rea.  Five  of  these  applications  were  approved  and  one  was  refused. 

In  addition  three  applications  for  a Standard  Grant  were  received  and 
approved.  One  however  was  not  proceeded  with  as  work  had  started  before 
permission  was  given, 

A large  number  of  visits  wore  paid  to  dwelling  houses  during  the  year  to 
determine  the  number  of  "unfitness"  points  to  be  awarded  under  the  various 
Local  Authorities*  "points"  schemes  for  the  letting  of  houses.

Reports  on  the  structural  condition  of  forty-seven  houses  were  made  to 
Local  Authorities  in  the  County  under  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act  1950  with  a 
view  to  their  closure  and/or  demolition  and  the  appropriate  statutory  action 
was  taken  in  these  cases  by  the  Local  Authorities  concerned. 

In  addition  to  the  official  action  mentioned  above  it  was  found  possible 
to  have  a number  of  houses  dealt  with  by  arrangement  with  proprietors  without 
formal  representation  to  the  Local  Authorities. 

Factories  Act  1937 


The  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  factories  in  the  County  were  visited  on 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  occasions  during  the  year  and  conditions  generally 
were  found  in  conformity  with  the  Act  and  Regulations  made  thereunder. 

In  a numner  of  cases  infringements  were  encountered  and  on  drawing  the 
occupiers*  attention  to  them  they  were  thereupon  remedied. 

Included  in  the  above  number  of  visits  were  those  paid  to  the  Factories 
along  with  officers  of  the  Central  Fire  Area  Joint  authority  in  connection 
with  Fire  Escape  arrangements.  This  section  of  the  Factories  Act 
administration  has  been  substantially  completed  in  this  County.  In  future 
this  vail  be  the  sole  concern  of  the  Fire  Authority.

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Valedictory 

Local  Government  in  Scotland  was  re-constituted  under  the  Local  Government 
(Scotland)  net  1929  (now  largely  consolidated  in  the  Local  Government  (Scotland) 

Act  1947) . 

Among  other  things  the  1929  Act  sounded  the  death  knell  of  the  Foor  Law 
Administration  by  abolishing  Parish  Councils  and  transferring  their  responsibilities 
to  County  Councils;  it  "Iso  transferred  a number  of  functions  relating  to  health 
from  ccrt"in  Burghs  to  County  Councils, 

These  new  and  additional  duties  which  the  County  Council  here  were  called 
upon  to  face  involved  a re-organization  of  offices  in  their  administration  and 
as  part  of  that  re-organisation  the  appointment  of  the  writer  as  first  full  time 
bounty  Sanitary  Inspector  in  1930, 

The  duties  of  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  County  had  up  till  then  been  carried 
out  on  a part  time  basis  by  the  Police,  with  all  the  limitations  entailed  by 

such  a method. 

The  situation  was  a challenging  one  for  the  County  Council  and  its  officials 
:nd  a brief  survey  of  the  past  thirty-one  years  will  indicate  with  what  measure 
of  success  it  was  mot  in  the  sphere  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

I-Uch  the  more  important  improvement  over  the  years  among  the  environmental 
Health  Services  has  I feel  been  in  the  Housing  Conditions  of  the  community. 

One  recollects  with  dismay  the  unsavoury  and  unhealthy  houses  common  in 
the  County  in  the  thirties  of  this  Century  and  contrasts  them  with  satisfaction 
v/ith  the  pleasant,  airy  and  convenient  houses  with  modern  sanitary  facilities  now 

provided . 

This  entailed  much  thought  and  work  by  the  Sanitary  Department  in  initiating 
statutory  procedure  for  the  closure  n.nd  demolition  of  many  old  houses  as  the 
w.sis  on  which  provision  of  new  and  bettor  houses  largely  rested. 

It  can  I think  be  asserted  with  conviction  that  in  the  matter  of  Housing 
cac  people,  Clackmannan  County  Council  a.nd  its  Burghs  have  really  been  in  the 
-orafront  and  have  gone  far  to  solving  the  problem  of  the  unfit  house,  in  their 

respective  areas. 

■.net  remains  to  bo  done  after  projected  schemes  in  Alloa.  Burgh  and  the  County 
Landward  urea  are  completed  can  fairly  be  regarded  as  the  fag  end  of  the  problem. 

The  past  thirty  years  or  so  has  also  seen  much  progress  in  the  Dairy 
industry  in  the  County,  Premises  and  methods  have  improved  almost  beyond  belief 
nd  although  the  number  of  registered  dairymen  Iras  fallen  over  the  period  the 
quality  of  those  remaining,  with  few  exceptions,  is  satisfactory.  Keeping  in  mind 
Am  fact  that  this  County  scarcely  ranks  as  a "Dairying"  County  I feel  that  the 
present  good  standard  of  dairying  is  a sound  achievmcnt  and  creditable  to  the 
industry  and  Local  authority  alike, 

• .hat  has  been  said  above  about  the  Dairy  Industry  applies  with  equal  force  to 
y2  lCC  Cream  trade  in  the  County  although  the  marked  improvement  in  the  manufacture, 
oxragu  and  sale  of  this  product  is  of  more  recent  date. 

*np  Tec  Cream  (Scotland)  Regulations  of  1943  provided  for  closer  control 
premises  and  methods  in  this  trade  and  for  the  registration  of  lee  Cream 
mufacturers  and  traders.  This  involved  much  werk  at  the  outset  and  regular 
inspection  of  these  premises  thereafter.  The  traders  were  found  most  co-operative 

.'n  can  take  credit  for  the  satisfactory  state  of  premises  and  for  greatl3r 
proved  Production  methods.  Gone  are  the  days  when  this  product  could  bo  made  in 
places,  in  odd  ways  a.nd  without  conforming  to  a recognised  standard. 

>,  . ^nc  past  thirty  years  or  so  anothor  marked  improvement  i.n  Environmental 
‘•'/Oicno  in  the  County  is  to  be  noted  in  the  field  of  Cleansing.  Instead  of/ 
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thc  part  time  private  contractors  doing  this  work  in  the  nineteen  thirties  with 
c number  of  separate  disposal  points  there  is  now  in  the  County  Landward  Area  a 
regular  service  with  up  to  date  vehicles  belonging  to  the  County  Council  and 
one  disposal  point. 

No  longer  is  this  service  regarded  as  quite  the  Cinderella  it  was  and  carried 
out  in  a haphazard  way  with  unsuitable  vehicles.  Progress  here  over  the  years 
has  been  marked  and  must  continue  if  the  County  Council  is  to  keep  up  to  date 
with  modern  conceptions  of  Hygienic  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  Further 
improvement  here  might  well  be  in  some  form  of  integration  of  services  provided 
by  the  five  Local  Authorities  within  the  County, 

In  regard  to  Drainage  and  V/atcr  Supplies  too,  much  progress  over  the  years 
under  review  can  be  reported.  Indeed  a supply  of  quality  water  to  the  County 
Landward  nrca  from  Loch  Turret  is  imminent  as  I write.  This  should  meet  all 
reasonable  needs  in  the  area  for  the  foreseeable  future  and  will  take  the  place 
of  a number  of  supplies  s .rving  the  area  none  of  which  was  ideal.  This  new 
supply  will  also  remove  that  constant  bugbear  in  this  County  - scarcity  of  water 
during  a dry  spell  in  the  summer. 

Improved  Drainage  arrangements  have  taken  somewhat  longer  to  come  to  fruition 
than  improved  water  supplies  but  even  so  some  progress  has  been  made  by  the 
provision  of  certain  main  sewers  which  mil  ultimately  form  part  of  a Joint 
Drainage  Scheme  for  the  County  and  -ALloa  Burgh  including,  modern  treatment  works. 

One  difficulty,  tending  to  delay  progress,  has  been  the  problem  of  dealing 
with  Industrial  effluents,  certain  types  of  which  are  so  intractable  that  the 
chemistry  of  Sewage  Purification  has  not  been  able  to  devise  effective  means 
of  treatment.  In  such  cases  it  seems  to  me  that  the  entire  responsibility 
for  dealing  with  them  should  be  that  of  the  Industry  concerned  and  that  Local 
authorities  should  not  become  in  any  way  involved. 

It  is  gratifying  nevertheless  that  some  progress,  ALbeit  limited,  can  be 

reported . 

One  further  health  matter  in  which  tl.ro  has  been  outstanding  improvement 
over  the  past  thirty  years  or  so  is  in  the  field  of  Infectious  Diseases  where 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  have  almost  completely  disappeared  and  the  battle 
against  'Tuberculosis  has  been  largely  won. 

The  result  of  these  and  other  improvements  in  the  Health  Services  over 
the  past  thirty  years  is  reflected  in  a. comparison  of  certain  relevant  vital 
statistics  for  the  years  1930  and  i960  given  in  the  table  below.

Thcoe  arc  gratifying  figures  for  which  the  County  Council  and  its  officials 
cen  take  credit.  They  can  be  improved  however  and  that  must  be  the  aim  of  all 
concerned  in  Local  Administration,  members  and  officials  alike,  for  the  past 
thirty-one  years  is  history  and  the  future  is  what  we  strive  to  make  it,/ 
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In  conclusion,  therefore  I would  like  to  mention  one  or  two  matters 
which  I feel  will  become  of  increasing  importance  so  far  as  the  health  of  the 
community  is  concerned , in  the  years  that  lie  ahead  and  which  will  demand  moro 
attention  from  our  Legislators  and  Administrators. 

One  such  matter  is  that  of  the  nation’s  food  supply.  Ahilo  it  is  true  that 
n start  has  been  made  in  this  direction  by  the  passing  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(Scotland)  Regulations  recently,  providing  for  closer  control  of  the  storage, 
handling  and  sale  of  food  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  oven  in  these  Regulations 
there  '’.re  certain  lacunae,  and  that  they  do  not  go  far  enough  to  secure  the 
objective  of  an  adequately  safeguarded  food  supply.  Among  major  deficiencies 
in  the  Regulations  is  the  absence  of  provisions  requiring  registration  of  food 
premises.  It  is  to  be  hoped  this  will  be  made  good  ere  long. 

Some  aspects  of  food  supply  however  which  t he  Regulations  do  not  strike 
:t  ”.nd  which  I suggest  will  need  to  bo  tackled  seriously  soon  are  the  increasing 
■sc  of  additives  of  one  kind  and  another  to  our  food  and  of  poisonous  chemicals 
Air  various  purposes  in  horticulture  and  agriculture, 

Lhilc  recognising  that  the  use  of  these  substances  is  subject  to  statutory 
li  its,  nevertheless  it  is  questionable  if  there  is  as  much  knowledge  of  their 
biological  effects  as  there  is  of  their  undoubted  economic  advantages. 


.nether  matter  which  roouircs  much  moro  attention  is  the  growing  use  by 
Argo  sections  of  the  community  of  the  so  called  tranouillising  drugs.  The 
mcontrollcd  uso  of  these  could  well  become  a serious  health  problem  and  the 
supply  of  them  warrants  close  scrutiny  and  rigorous  regulation. 


Health  Education  in  the  widest  sense  is  also  a subject  to  which  more  attention 
ught  to  be  given  .and  which  should  be  expanded  in  every  way  possible.  I.  proper 
moY.icdgc  of  the  fundamentals  for  healthy  living  would  inevitably  pay  handsome 
A'vidonds  and  no  opportunity  of  inculcating  them  should  be  missed.  This  subject 
I regard  as  being  in  the  forefront  of  the  Health  Services  and  one  on  which  more 
time  and  money  ought  to  bw  spent. 


maong  other  Health  matters  likely  to  grow/  in  importance  and  demand  moro 
nd  moro  attention  are  Clean  Air,  Safety  in  the  Home,  Prevalence  of  Coronary 
-lease,  Cancer  and  the  indiscriminate  use  by  large  sections  of  the  population 
--  vitamins,  tonics,  sedatives  and  the  like  and  the  health  problems  peculiar  to 

m aging  population. 


These  and  many  others  will,  no  doubt  demand  more  and  more  the  attention  of 
:x  Health  Officer  and  in  them  the  Sanitary  Inspector  will  have  his  part  to  play. 

Some  times,  I confess,  I have  wondered  if  the  Ratepayers  and  the  LocaL 
vthorities  representing  them  fully  realise  the  extent  and  diversity  of  the  duties 
x.rricd  out  by  the  Health  Department  of  which  the  Sanitary  Inspector  forms  a not 

unimportant  part. 


ilk-re  arc  in  fact  few  corners  of  the  Health  field  with  which  the  Health 
-fic^r  in  general  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  particular  is  not  concerned, 

■is  activities  touch  the  lives  and  affect  the  well  being  of  the  people  directly 

•u]  at  many  points. 


Unfortunately  results  are  in  the  main  of  a long  term  character  and  a.rc.  not 
hedily  assessable  in  terms  of  pounds,  shillings  and  ponce;  but  that  results  of 
ashing  benefit  to  the  community  do  accrue  is  indicated  in  the  table  of  vital 

batistics  on  page  26. 


euch  results  a.rc  achieved  without  flourish  of  trumpets  but  by  conscientious, 

- by  v/ork  and  single  mindedness  of  purpose.  They  arc  achieve  often  in  the 
acc  considerable  difficulty  and  in  spite  of  periods  of  frustration  but  the  end 
-’alt  is  always  well  worthwhile. 

In  spite  of  the  achievements  and  the  efforts  of  the  past  however,  one  must 
think  regretfully  say  " So  much  to  do,  so  little  done"  and  must  continually 
-n.vc  to  do  more  towards  securing  a sound  healthy  environment  for  the  people.

DENTAL  REPORT. 


During  the  past  year  51.0%  of  the  school  children  were  dentally  examined. 
It  is  estimated  that  with  the  present  staff  - inspection  followed  by  treatment 
can  therefore  be  carried  out  only  every  two  years. 

The  staffing  difficulties  appear  to  be  almost  insoluble,  and  while  the 
innovation  of  dental  ancillaries  should  be  beneficial,  it  will  be  some  years 
before  their  training  is  completed. 


It  is  regrettable  that  in  the  intervals  between  school  inspections, 
many  parents  do  not  seek  dental  treatment  for  their  children,  either  under  the 
National  Health  Service  or  at  the  School  Clinics.  This  neglect  not  only  ignores 
immediate  dental  defects,  but  also  nullifies  the  benefits  of  previous  treatment. 
It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that  regular  dental  inspection  (at  least 
every  six  months)  is  essential. 

It  is  recognised  that  children  cannot  be  expected  to  carry  out  even 
simple  methods  of  Oral  Hygiene,  but  instruction  in  schools  would  have  value. 

The  Oral  Hygiene  Service  has  published  a booklet,  "Teaching  Dental  Health" 
which  could  be  used  to  advantage  by  teachers. 


The  percentage  of  children  requiring  treatment  (68.6%)  is  still  high, 
although  a little  below  the  average  for  the  Country  generally. 

Special  and  emergency  cases  numbered  673,  the  lowest  figure  in  the 
past  six  years. 


For  the  future,  it  would  seem  that  adjustment  of  the  fluorine  content 
of  domestic  water  supplies,  offers  the  best  hope  for  any  lessening  of  dental 
decay. 


Details  of  inspection  and  treatment  are  given  in  the  tables  following. 

The  co-operation  of  Headmasters,  Teachers,  and  Health  Visitors  has  been 
appreciated  during  the  year.
